The  budget  committee  df 
our  Convention  recommended  putting  the  “Budget 
Man"  back  pn  the  jeb.  Maybe  all  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  will  s*on  come  to  their  senses  and  realise 
that  the  cpuse  cannot  be  supported  adequatelk 
and  permanently  any  other  way. 

On  September  1st  the  records  at  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  pffice  showed  that  670  churches  owed 
more  on  thk  Campaign  to  that  date  than  the}' 
had  paid  to  Ithat  date.  Among  these  are  some  ctf 
the  largest  churches  in  the  state.  This  evidently 
indicates  an  unpardopable  looseness  in  their  meth¬ 
ods  of  collecting  the  funds.  All  such  churches 
should  institute  at  once  the  weekly  method.  This 
is  the  only  Iway  that  these  pledges  can  be  paid 
out  during  }he  remainnig  two  years.

SOME  IMPRESSIONS  OF  OUR  RECENT 
STATE  CONVENTION

a  auber,  sl^-jawed,  kindly-eyed,  sturdy,  optim¬ 
istic,  courageous,  modest  land  level  headed  leader 
he  is,  and  with  such  invaluable  colleagues  at  his 
side  as  Brethren  N.  T.  Tull,  p.  M.  INulson,  and 
J.  E.  Byrd,  it  appear*  to!  this  scribe  th*t  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  could  wellltighten  their  tanks  and 
press  solidly  and  enthusiast  ically  ahead  at  every 
call  for  advance,— but  mercy!;  why  Suggest  such 
a  thing.  They  are  already  doing  it.  Indeed  such 
loyalty  to  their  lebdern.  jieetns  to  be  ofie  of  the 
chronic  characteristics  ofl  Mississippi  Baptists. 


Dullness  vis  not  one  of  the  marks  of  our  Con¬ 
vention  at  Grenada.  Electricity,  fervor,  ginger 
and  dash  got  mingled  togteher  with  other  good 
ingredients  in  the  Convention’s  proceedings,  and 
the  brethren  who  had  been  hoping  to  snatch  oc¬ 
casional  naps  in  the  services  were  disappointed. 

That  Pastors’  Conference  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
revealed  a  cohort  of  virile  country  pastors.  Fresh 
from  the  thick  of  battles  they  seemed  to  have 
come,  and  they  spoke  like  men  wl\o  would  brook 
no  defeat., 

Mississippi  Baptists  make  a  favorable  impres¬ 
sion  upon  an  out-of-the-state  visitor.  Their  state 
denominational  machinery  appears  to  be  well  lu¬ 
bricated  and  such  things  as  friction  and  jars 
rarely  get  a  chance  to  disturb.  Good  fellowship 
is  in’ the  air  and  a  new  comer  soon  finds  himself 
h*  a  very  friendly  fraternal  atmosphere. 

The  peah  of  the  Convention  seemed  to  have 
been  reached  in  the  action  taken  in  regard  to  our 
colleges, — particularly  in  regard  to  Mississippi 
Baptist  College.  The  decision  to  provide  the  col¬ 
lege  with  (250,000  to  enable  it  to  step  into  its 
high  place  among  other  ^reat  institutions  was 
like  the  breaking  of  the  light  of  a  new  day. 
Everybody  seemed  to  think  that  we  had  climbed 
to  a  new  hill-top  ,and  caught  sight  of  yet  loftier 
educational  heights  ahead. 

One  of  the  choicest  outputs  of  the  Convention, 
was  the  Gentennial  address  by  the  honored  editor 
of  the  Baptist  Record,  Dr.  P.  I.  Lipsey.  It  showed 
skill  (as  well  as  painstaking)  in  its  preparation, 
art  in  its  structure,  logic  in  its  treatment,  scrip¬ 
turalness  in  its  groundwork,  and  grace  in  its  de¬ 
livery.  In  drew  back  the  curtain  on  the  Baptist 
triumphs  of  the  century  past  and  gathered  there¬ 
from  materials  for  prophecies  ,of  bright  times 
ahead  for  Mississippi  Baptists. 

The  delegate  who  nominated  Brother  M.  P.  L. 
Love — good  initials  are  those — for  President  of 
the  Convention,  must  have  had  some  inside  ni- 
formation  as  to  the  fitness  of  things,  for  the  gen¬ 
eral  verdict  seemed  to  be  that  our  new  President 
hit  the  target  in.  fine  fashion.  Quiet,  self  con¬ 
tained,  alert,  courteous,  fair,  and  resourceful,  he 
kept  his  hand  steady  upon  the  wheel,  guided  the 
ship  through  the  rocks  and  always  headed  for  the 
scheduled  harbor.x  At  least  that  is  the  way  it 
struck  this  scribbling  dust. 

In  the  whirr  and  rush  of  Convention  matters  I 
failed  to  ask  Brother  Farr,  the  irrepressible  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Grenada  church,  how  he  and  his  church 
managed  to  handle  such  a  large  delegation  in 
such  deft  and  delightful  manner.  It  was  even 
bruited  around  that  there  were  a  number  of  Gre¬ 
nada  homes  with  latch-strings  waiting  for  lifting 
by  Baptist  delegates  and  waiting  in  vain.  Broth¬ 
er  Farr  seems  built  for  generalship  and  the  pro¬ 
cession  usually  starts  whenever  he  blows  hi*  bo¬ 
gle.  His  new  Sunday  School  annex  had  not  quite 
completed  its  attire  when  the  Convention  knocked 
at  its  front  door,  but  it  stood  not  on  ceremony, 
but  put  itself  at  the  disposal  of  the  meetings. 

Fitting  and  beautiful  was  the  Convention’s 
deed  of  love  in  asking  its  honored  ex- President, 
ex-Secretary  of  Missions,  Dr.  A.  V.  Rowe,"  tp 
continue  in  his  position  as  Secretary  Emeritus  of 
the  Board  at  the  same  salary  as  last  year.  A 
noble  veteran  he  is,  with  the  invisible  badges  of 
service  pinned  multitudinously  upon  his  breast, 
and  with  a  high  place  for  himself  in  the  affec¬ 
tions  of  his  brethren. 

1  What  a  stalwart  address  was  that  of  Dr.  R.  B. 
Gunter,  in  which  he  sounded  the  note  of  advance¬ 
ment.  Whatever  wavering  in  the  ranks  there 
may  have  been  beforehand — and  I  had  not  no¬ 
ticed  any- — I  felt  that  his  manifest  horror  at  the 
thought  of  retrenchment  or  retreat,  and  his  call 
for  a  definite  going  forward  with  our  full  de¬ 
nominational  program,  swung  the  ranks  into  a 
straight  line  and  made  us  feel  that  the  hill  diffi¬ 
culty  must  be  climbed  to  the  top  and  over.  What 


The  Revival  Cndtr  John  the  Baptist. 
References  Mat.  3,  Mark  1,  Luke  3,  John  1,  and  3 


(July  6th  1922,  At  Union  Prayer  Meeting) 

The  revival  under  folm  the  Baptist  was  the 
first  revival  in  the  Nelw  Testament.  The  leader 
in  this  revival  is  an  interesting  man.  A  rough 
rugged  son  of  the  wilderness,  who  communed  with 
the  sun,  moon  and  sjtars,  the  rocks,  hills  and 
rivers  and  the  God  wqo  made  them.  He  was  a 
preacher  who  drew  the  people.  From  all  the  sur¬ 
rounding  country  they  flocked  to  hear  him,  and 
he  was  a  success.  He  Showed  himself  specially  a 
success  when  he  waji  willing  to  decrease  that 
Christ  might  increase. 

This  rough  and  rugged  wilderness  preacher 
brought  a  very  plain  message,  as  all  really  suc¬ 
cessful  preachers  do.  John  the  Baptist  did  not 
mince  matters.  He  si  id  "the  axe  is  laid  to  the 
root  of  the  tree.”  He  did  not  spend  his  time  in 
lopping  off  the  brandies  as  many  preachers  do. 
He  said  “Ye  generatioi  of  vipers,  who  hath  warn¬ 
ed  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come?”  Look¬ 
ing  Rquarely  in  the  eye  of  the  Jews  who  prided 
themselves  on  their  ancestry,  he  said  “You  say 
we  have  Abraham  to  Our  father.  I  say  unto  you 
that  God  is  able  of  these  stonPs  to  raise  up  chil¬ 
dren  unto  Abraham."  So  if  we  are  faithful  today 
we  shall  say  to  those  w|ho  think  they  will  be  saved 
because  their  grandipothers  and  grandfathers 
have  been  good,  Godly]  people,  as  he  said:  “Bring 
forth  fruits  worthy  of  irepentence.” 

John  was  not  only  (lain,  but  he  was  practical. 
His  demand  was  thai  they  “bring  forth  fruits 
meet  for  repentance.”!  I  heard  a  preacher  once 
who  used  to  quote  it  this  way:  “by  their  fruits 
ye  shall  know  them.”  Another  preacher  used  to 
quote  that  "buy  their  fruits  and  ye  shall  know 
them,"  and  that  is  verp  true,  too,  sometimes.  Can 
we  follow  John  in  beipg  plain  and  practical  anil 
hlimble?  Are  we  willing  to  decrease  that  Jesus

ENLISTMENT’  PLAN 


In  the  November  Dth I  issjii  of  the  j  Record  I 
called  attention  to  the  plan  being  followed  in  the 
Second  Baptist  dhuirchj  Jarkson,  for]  the  fall 
campaign,  namely,  that  if  using  Octoher  as  En¬ 
listment  Month,  With  Sandajy,  October  29th,  as 
"Pay  Up  Day”;  and  November  as  Re+enjforcement 
Month,  with  Sunday,  November  2fith,  as  “Sign 
Up  Day.” 

I  stated  before  that  the  October  part  of  the 
program  was  highly  saicehsful.  1  dome  now 
to  say  that  the  Novemljer  part  was  gven  more 
successful. 

As  a  specialist  ip  the  realm  of  church  finances 
I  have  been  thinking  for  [some  time  that  the  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  everjy-member  canvass,  oijlce  a  year, 
to  get  subscriptions  to  the  annual  budget,  was 
inadequate,  especially  it  the  larger  towns  and 
cities.  Getting  competent  workers  who1  will  give 
their  time  to  it  faithfully  is  }ne  trouble;  Finding 
the  people  in  these  busy  tjmes,  with]  so  many 
distractions,  is  another  J  trouble.  Reaching  and 
enlisting  all  the  people  Who  are  in  png)  way  and 
another  attached  to  you*  church  and  Who  should 
be  trained  by  your  churdh  in  the  grace  of  giving 
is  still  another  trouble. 

The  “Departmental  Enlistment"  plan]  preserves 
all  that  is  good  in  the  e'jery-.mdmber  canvass  and 
overcomes  many  df  Its  iifflcjulties.  At  the  same 
time  it  accomplishes  some  things  that  have  not 
been  and  cannot  be  adeom|plished  through  the 
every-member  canvass.  I 

The  annual  evrey-member  canvass  never  reach¬ 
es  the  children  to  any!  grodt  extent,  and  they 
ought  to  be  reached  and  {rained.  The  every- 
member  canvass  never  li-acfies  the  great  number 
who  are  not  members  of  your  church  but  who 
are  members  of  some  oiwan{zation  in  the  church. 
The  church  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  train¬ 
ing  these  in  the  matter  [of  giving. 

The  Second  Church  tms  Just  begun  this  plan 
of  enlistment,  beginning]  November  $6th  and  run¬ 
ning  through  December  Ird.  The  card*  that  have 
been  signed  are  not  all  in  at  this  writing,  and  the 
work  is  by  no  means  finished,  but  the  results  so 
far  have  fully  proven  tile  value  of  the  plan.  Up 
to  this  time  407  pledges  have  been  received  on 
current  expenses,  aggrigatjng  $10,025.36,  on  a 
budget  of  $12,000.00,  an!  167  new  pledges  on  the 
75  Million  Campaign,  aggregating  $tl,551.96,  cov¬ 
ering  the  year  1923.  we  Will  not  only  get  our 
current  expense  budget  guaranteed  more  easily 
than  usual,  but  we  will  greatly  re-enforce  the  75 
Million  Campaign.  And  what  is  b«tt«r  still,  we 
will  get  many  subscriptions  from  people  who 
have  never  been  reached  before. 

Every  organization  and  department  will  push 
right  on  with  the  work,  enlisting  its  members  and 
its  possibilities,  with  tne  one  slogan  for  every 
class  and  department:  “lOO^i  Givers  to  Every 
Cause.”  An  honor  roll  will  be  published  in  the 
church  paper  of  those  r?aching  100%.' 

This  plan  should  be  ui  derlaken  only  after  care¬ 
ful  preparation.  Every  officer,  teacher  and  de¬ 
partment  head  in  the  oiureh  must  fully  under¬ 
stand  the  plan  and  co-operate  in  it. 

Space  here  forbids  giring  a  full  outline  of  the 
plan,  but  I  stand  ready  to  give  full  instructions 
and  any  assistance  possible  to  those  interested.

Thank  God,  that  will 
come  to  [>ass  in  the  Millennium,  but  the  Jew  (nust 
come  into  the  blessings  of  the  material  through 
the  spir  tual.  First  the  spiritual  and  then  the 
material  First  |he  spiritual  and  then  the  dyaert 
blossomiig  as  thp  rose.  Then  the  fulfillment  of 
Isa.  55;  12,  13:  "Ve  shall  go  out  with  joy,  aijd  be 
led  forth  with  peace.  The  mountains  and  the 
hills  shall  break  forth  before  you  into  singing, 
and  all  tjie  trees  df  the  field  shall  clap  their  hands. 
Instead  pf  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the  fir  tree,, 
and  instead  of  the  brier  shall  come  up  the  myrtle 
tree,  andj  it  shall  be  to  the  Lord  for  a  name,  for  an 
everlasting  sign  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.” 

It  has  well  beep  put  by  Baker,  of  South  Africa: 
“The  kingdom  has  two  forms;  a  present  spiritual 
one  and  a  future  material  one.  Repentance  is 
necessary  for  entrance  into  that  state  where  Jesus 
rules  no'  r,  and  membership  of  the  spiritual  king¬ 
dom  is  [he  condition  of  haying  a  place  in  the 
kingdom  when  realized  materially  in  the  future.” 
John’s  order  wap  repentance  first  and  then  re¬ 
mission  nf  sins.  jPaul  on  Mars  Hill  reminded  the 
Atheniars  that:  *|For  as  much  then  as  we  aro  the 
offspring  of  God,  we  ought  not  to  think  that 
the  Godl  ead  is  like  unto  gold  or  silver  or  sltone 
graven  ty  art  and  man’s  device.  And  the  times 
of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at,  but  now  tom- 
mandeth  all  men  everywhere  to  repent,  j  be¬ 
cause  H  s  hath  appointed  a  day  in  which  He 
will  judge  the  wofld  in  righteousness  by  that  man 
whom  H ;  hath  ordained,  whereof  He  hath  given 
assuranc;  unto  aR  men,  in  that  He  hath  raised 
Him  fro  n  the  dead.”

We  haye  had  it  in  mind  for  several  weeka  to 
write  an  editorial  on  The  Lord's  Supper.  We  have 
read  several  books  and  tracts  on  the  Lord’s 
Supper,  and  have  studied  with  care  the  teachings

of  the  New  Testament  on  the  subject,  The  writer 
has  just  reviewed  the  chapter  on  the  ordinances 
in  the  theology  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Strong;  Dr.  Strong 
was  one  of  the  ablest  theologians  jn  the  world, 
and  was  classed  as  “broad”  in  his  viejvs.  We  here 
and  now  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  Dr. 
Strong  for  many  of  the  suggestions:  contained  in 
the  following  dircussion. 

W  fist  the  Lord's  Supper  Is 

It  was  not  instituted  for  the  purpiose  of  mani¬ 
festing  our  love  for  our  fellow-Chriptians.  That 
view  has  invested  the  ordinance  with  sentiment 
which  has  brought  about  most  of  t(ie  discussion 
between  Baptists  and  brethren  of  other  faiths. 
By  refusing  to  partake  of  the  Lord’s'  Supper  with 
others.  Baptists  are  not  showing  any; lack  of  faith 
in  tjhe  Christianity  of  brethren  of  othjer  denomina¬ 
tions. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  memorial,  intended  to 
“show  forth  the  Lord’s  death  till  Ha  come.”  Dr. 
Strong  says  that  “Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper 
are  both  and  equally  symbols  of  (he  death  of 
Christ.  In  baptism  we  show  forth  |the  death  of 
Christ  as  the  procuring  cause  of  our 'new  birth 
into  the  kingdom  of  God.  In  the  Lord’s  Supper 
we  show  forth  the  death  of  Christ  at  the  sustain¬ 
ing  power  of  our  spiritual  life  aftef  it  has  once 
begun.  .  .  .  The  Lord's  Supper  expresses  pri¬ 
marily.  the  fellowship  of  the  believjer*  not  with 
his  brethren  but  with  Christ.” 

A  Church  Ordinsnce 

Here  is  another  quotation  from  Dr.  Strong: 

“The  church  as  possessing  executive  but  not 
legislative  power,  is  charged  with  the  duty,  not  qf 
framing  rules  for  the  administemift  and  guard¬ 
ing  of  the  ordinances,  but  for  discovering  and 
applying  the  rules  given  it  in  the  Nek  Testament. 
No  church  has  a  right  to  establish  any  terms 
of  communion;  it  is  responsible  only  for  making 
known  the  terms  established  by  Chpist  and  the 
Apostles.  These  terms,  however,  are!  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained  not  only  from  the  injunction,  but  also 
from  the  precedents,  of  the  New  Testament.  Since* 
the  apostles  were  inspired,  the  New  Testament  is 
the  ‘common  law’  of  the  church.”  j 

Qualifications  Prerequisite  to  Participation 

L*t  us  notice  now  the  qualiAcati<ks  distinctly 
stated,  or  strongly  implied,  in  the  New  Testament. 
From  these  qualifications  we  can  I  yarn  the  re¬ 
strictions  thrown  arohnd  the  table  bir  Christ  and 
Paul.  The  qualifications  are  (a)  Regeneration, 
(b)  Baptism,  (c)  Church  membership,  (d)  Order¬ 
ly  walk. 

We  need  not  take  space  to  discuss  the  first,  as 
we  presume  all  will  agree  to  that.  The  Christian 
world  has,  with  practical  unanimity,  agreed  to 
the  second.  The  only  point  of  disagreement  here 
is  as  to  what  constitutes  baptism.  ,  If  baptism 
were  the  only  prerequisite  other  denominations 
would  be  perfectly  consistent  in  inviting  Baptists 
to  participate  with  them  in  the  celebration  of 
the  Ixird’s  Supper,  as  they  accept  our  baptism  as 
Scriptural,  while  we  cannot  so  regard  theirs.  • 

It  has  been  held  by  opponents  yf  restricted 
communion  that  there  is  no  definite  j  teaching  of 
Scripture  which  makes  baptism  a  ;  prerequisite 
to  communion.  Here  are  Dr.  Strong’!  answers  to 
that  question.  Of  course  the  writei,  like  every 
Baptist  who  has  carefully  studied  the'  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  has  seen  these  passages  for  himself,  but  as 
he  has  them  right  before  him  in  br.  Strong's 
Theology,  he  is  stating  them  aocoiiding  to  Dr. 
Strang’s  arrangement: 

Baptism  a  Prerequisite 

(*0  The  ordinance  of  baptism  w«s  instituted 
long  before  the  Supper.  Matt.  21:25.  (b)  The 

apostles  who  celebrated  it  had  in  al|  probability 
been  baptized.  Acts  1:21,22;  19:4.  (1)  The  com¬ 
mand  of  Christ  fixes  the  place  of  baptism  as  first 
in  the  order.  Matt.  28:19,20.  “Hare  the  first 
duty  is  to  make  disciples,  the  second  to  baptize, 
the  third  is  to  instruct  in  right  Christian  living. 
It  is  said  that  there  is  no  formal  command  to 
admit  only  baptized  persons  to  the  Lord’s  Supper. 
We  reply  that  there  is  no  formal  command  to  ad¬ 
mit  only  regenerate  persons  to  baptism.  In  both 


cases  the  practice  of  the  apostles  and  the  general 
connections  of  Christian  doctrine  are  sufficient  to 
detyrmnie  our  duty,”  (d)  All  recorded  eases 
show  this  to  have  been  the  order  observed  by  the 
first  Christians  and  sanctioned  by  the  apontlea. 
Acts  2:41-46;  8:12;  **:16.  (e)  The  symbolispi  of 
the  ordinances  requires  that  baptism  should  pre¬ 
cede  the  Lord's  Supper,  (f)  The  standards  of  afe 
evangelical  denominations,  with  unimportant  ex¬ 
ceptions,  confirm  the  view  that  this  is  the  natural 
interpretation  of  thje  Scripture  requirement  re¬ 
specting  the  order  of  the  ordinances.  ‘The  only 
protest  of  note  has  been  made  by  a  portion  o(  the 
English  Baptists  and  a  comparatively  small  body 
of  Free  Will  Baptists  in  America.  .  .  .  The 
Presbyterian  C  hurch  does  not  admit  to  the  tom- 
munion  members  of  Ithe  Society  of  Friends,  (g) 
The  admission  of  unhap tized  persons  to  the  com¬ 
munion  tends  alwayfc  to,  and  nas  frequently  re¬ 
sulted  in,  the  disuse  pf  baptism  itself,  the  obscur¬ 
ing  Of  the  truth  which  it  symbolizes,  the  trans¬ 
formation  of  scriplorslly  constituted  churches 
into  bodies  organized  after  methods  of  human 
invention  and  the  cpmplete  destruction  of  both 
church  and  ordinanoes  as  Christ  originally  (con¬ 
stituted  them.”

Elliott,  in  his  commentary,  says  this  applies  “to 
one  who  gives  rise  tp  division  by  erroneous  teach¬ 
ing,  not  necessarily  ff  a  fundamentally  heterodox 
nature.''  That  is,  if  one's  teaching  is  such  as  to 
cause  division  in  the  church,  or  such,  we  talqe  it, 
as  would  make  the  (teacher  subject  to  discipline 
of  the  cjhurch,  it  shoiild  debar  him  from  the  Lord's 
Supper.  So  we  sec  khe  matter  of  church  discip¬ 
line  to  involved  in  odr  view  of  the  Lord’s  Supper^ 

Let  us  take  a  hypothetical  case:  A  chUrctfl 
which  practices  open; communion  excludes  a  njem-fl 
ber  because  he  holds  jviews  so  contrary  to  some  of” 
the  doctrines  of  that  I  church  that  he  is  considered 
out  of  fellowship  arid,  therefore,  not  entitled  to 
membership.  The  Lbrd's  Supper  is  observed  the 
day  he  is  excluded,  but  he  is  not  qualified  to  par- 
take,  and  is  not  ihvijed.  He  goes  to  a  churrh  of 
another  denominatioij,  with  whose  doctrines  l)e  is 
in  accord,  and  joins;  He  afterwards  visits  the 
churrh  from  which  hp  has  been  excluded,  and  the 
ordinance  of  the  Lori’s  Supper  is  being  obsetved. 
Though  the  man  had  not  changed  his  views  one 
iota,  he  is  invited  to  Participate  in  the  observance 
of  the  ordinance  fr»m  which  that  very  church 
had  previously  debarred  him  on  the  ground  that 
his  views  had  disquylified  him  as  a  participant. 
This  inconsistency  mpst  be  apparent  t<r  all. 

Our  apoolgy  for  waiting  at  such  length  to,  that 
this  is  a  matter  of  Very  great  importance,  ijean- 
ceming  which  many;  of  our  young  people,  toipe- 
cially,  d<>  not  have  |i  clear  understanding.  We 
trust  the  readers  wil)  turn  to  the  passages  cited, 
which  we  have  not  published  for  lack  of  spaoa.

A  hypothesis  is  a  venture  of  faith.  It 
arises  in  a  situation  where  people  like  “the  man 
who  rode  the  blind  horse,  when  he  came  to  a 
river  and  couldn’t  get  across”.  It  is  an  effort 
to  build  a  bridge  from  the  land  of  known  to  the 
land  of  unknown.  ‘It  is  when  you  arrive  at  the 
edge  of  facta  that  are  familiar  and  seem  to  sight 
some  facts  for  which  you  have  as  yet  no  explan¬ 
ation.  Then  you  begin'  to  figure  out  some  theory 
or  explanation  which  will  serve  as  r  basis  for 
arranging  and  classifying  your  information  and 
help  you  to  discover  other  facts  and  explain  them. 
It  it  trying  out  a  temporary  explanation  to  see 
if  it  will  really  explain.  It  is  building  a  tempor¬ 
ary  bridge  with  expectation  of  making  a  perma¬ 
nent  one  if  things  work  out  all  right.  If  your 
hypothesis  makes  good,  then  you  begin  to  speak 
of  it  as  a  law.  If  it  finds  acceptance  and  all  the 
{acts  arrange  themselves  harmoniously  around  it, 
it  hardens  into  a  structure  of  steel  and  concrete. 
If  it  fails  to  fit  the  facts  it  is  doomed  to  the  dis¬ 
card.  It  is  a  very  valuable  thing  if  it  proves 
true;  it  is  a  valueless  thing  if  it  fails  of  proof. 

”  'Now  the  abuse  of  the  hypothesis  comes  when 
people  become  wedded  to  it  and  hold  on  to  it 
even  when  it  fails  to  explain  or  when  facts  are 
against  it,  or  when  facts  fail  to  support  it.  That 
ia  exactly  what  has  happened  in  the  hypothesis  of 
evolution.  Some  people  fell  in  love  with  it,  adopt¬ 
ed  it  as  a  pretty,  new  notion  which  would  explain 
the  universe  and  they  proceeded  to  run  it  through 
all  the  realms  of  knowledge,  material,  psycholo¬ 
gical  and  spiritual.  It  was  heraled  as  the  scien¬ 
tific  explanation  of  the  universe.  When  the 
proof  was  called  for — -well  it  was  not  and  is  not 
forthcoming.  That  all  creation  was  evolved  from 
a  primordial  -cell,  that  vegetable  and  animal 
life  arose  by  inherent  strength  of  some  original 
molecule  and  made  itself  into  a  tadpole,  and  ape, 
‘a  man.  Well,  people  are  still  looking  for  the 
connecting  link.  Nobody  has  ever  seen  it  done 
Nobody  has  found  evidence  of  its  having  been 
done.  It  is  still  a  hypothesis  and  the  facts  do 
not  seem  to  string  on  it.  All  this  talk  about  a 
horse  once  being  no  bigger  than  a  puppy  has 
nothing  to  do  with  it.  Show  us  where  a  puppy 
became  a  horse.  The  abuse  of  hypothesis  is  hold¬ 
ing  on  to  it  when  it  fails  to  explain. 


astray,  they  are  lost  ih  the  making  somewhere. 
James  tells  us  about  thp  prayer  that  went  astray. 
Ho  says,  “Ye  ask  and  Receive  not  because  ye  ask 
amiss.”  And  then  he  tells  how  the  prayer  got 
lost,  how  it  failed  of  reaching  “its  desire.  It  was 
because  their  praying  Was  in  keeping  with  their 
living,  and  their  living  was  utterly  selfish  and 
worldly.  It  was  simpty  in  accord  with  the  tenor 
of  their  lives  and  thesd  were  just  a  scramble  for 
earthly  possession  and  sensuous  pleasures. 

He  had  said,  “Whence  come  wars  and  fighting 
among  you?  Come  thijy  not  hence,  even  of  your 
pleasures  that  war  in  Your  members?”  A  man’s 
prayers  are  a  part  of  iis  life  and  he  is  bound  to 
pray  much  as  he  lives.  You  can’t  live  a  worldly, 
selfish  life  and  pray  a; spiritual  heavenly  prayer. 
James  said  of  these  people  that  their  prayer  was 
of  a  piece  with  their  'living,  that  their  way  of 
living  Invaded  the  exqrcises  of  their  souls  and 
vitiated  their  approach  to  God.  They  lived  to 
gratify  the  flesh  and  they  even  prayed  the  same 
way:  that  ye  may  coijsume  it  upon  your  pleas¬ 
ures.  When  a  man’s  selfish  purposes  color  his 
praying  it  has  indeed  reached  a  dangerous  point.

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THE!  FROZfcN  CREDITS  OF  THE 
CHURCH 


Out  of  the  bewildering  maze  of  the  financial 
dialect  a  phrase  row  and  then  casts  a  singular 
illumination  upon  other  realms  of  life.  Sucli  a 
one  is  thei  term  Frozen  Credits,  a  felicitous  phrase 
for  an  infelicitous  condition  which  arose  in  the 
post-war  world.  It  came  into  use  to  designate 
such  assets  as  shipments  of  grain  which  were 
tied  up  indefinitely  en  route  to  < their  market  by 
a  coal  famine  or  car  shortage  or  railway  strike. 
The  teriq  was  extended  to  include  many  other 
assets  which  were  genuine  credits  of  the  owfner 
but  whict  for  some  widely-prevailing  cause  Were 
unavailable.  It  i*  not  precisely  the  vaguer  (dea 
of  undeveloped  resources  or  potential  wealth,  but 
that  of  actual  though  not  available  resources — 
credits  bi  t  frozen  credits.  The  phrase  is  perhaps 
the  natuial  antonym  of  the  more  familiar  j  ex¬ 
pression  Liquid  4s*et8i  though  the  latter  ihas 
usually  a  somewhat  different  use. 

The  m<  taphor  is  startlingly  apt.  Civilization 
is  sickeningly  aware  of  it.  Realms  imperial  in 
extent,  with  enormous  wealth,  waiting  only  !for 
that  faci  e  interchange  of  trade  which  is  the 
economic  life-bloojd  of  the  world-organism,  are 
ice-locked,  not  so  much  by  the  immediate  dis¬ 
astrous  effects  of  the  war  as  by  the  hatreds,  *us- 
picions,  tostile  tariffs,  and  the  ever-impending 
terror  of  new  watt.  This  congelation  of  credits 
extends  i  i  some  degree,  by  reason  of  the  soli¬ 
darity  of  economic  interests,  to  every  branch  of 
trade  and  of  human  welfare  in  every  continent 
and  island  of  the  sea.  Germany,  despite  the  fact 
that  its  marvellous  instinctive  industry  and  me¬ 
chanical  genius  a  re  refilling  its  warehouses,  hangs 
on  the  perilous  brink  of  bankruptcy;  Russia,  po¬ 
tential  gr  »nary  of  the  world,  cannot  feed  its  *wn 
starving  millions  now  that  the  guaranties  of  mu¬ 
tual  confidence  apd  the  safeguards  of  life  and 
property  ure  gone|  a  recent  rich  discovery  of [  oil 
in  Arctic  British  America  is  at  present  utterly 
useless,  fur  lark  ujf  transportation  facilities.  ;A11 
these  splendid  assets  are  frozen  credits. 

But,  naturally,  |t  is  the  frozen  credits  of  ^hc 
church  that  interest  us  most.  We  are  not  spunk¬ 
ing  of  metre  possibilities  but  of  the  proved  abili¬ 
ties  of  tne  church.  There  is,  for  example,  its 
self-propa|gating  ability,  its  ability  to  grow  by 
the  constant  addition  of  new  recruits  to  the 
church  arid  its  I-olrd.  The  first  two  disciples'  of 
Jesus  ha<|  a  record  of  100  per  cent  increascj  in 
their  firstj  day,  when  each  found  his  own  brother 
and  brought  him  to  Jesus;  the  single  day  of  Pen¬ 
tecost  alsp  saw  an  increase  of  more  than  100  per 
cent  in  ths  number  of  disciples;  and  by  the  close  ■ 
of  the  fir  it  century,  through  those  two  genera¬ 
tions  of  'ontentian  and  bitter  persecution,  the 
church  is  estimated  to  have  grown  to  number 
100,000  members,  an  increase  of  2,000  per  cent 
from  the  5,000  who  comprised  the  church  of  Je¬ 
rusalem  early  in  the  Pentecostal  period.  L*»t 
year  in  Cl  icago  the  Church  Federation  only  dared 
to  set  as  he  goal  for  a  great  simultaneous  cam¬ 
paign  of  the  Protestant  churches,  lasting  many 
months,  ai  increase  of  10  per  cent;  but  this  was 
far  above  the  ordinary  rate  of  increase,  since 
some  single  churches  fail  to  add  a  convert  in  a 
year,  and  many  cjhurch  members  fail  to  win  a 
single  soi.  I  in  a  l|fe-timc.  Was  the  self-propa¬ 
gating  fui  ction  of  the  church  limited  to  apostj>lic 
times?  iimerican  Baptists  in  the  quarter-qen- 
tury  bets  een  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution 
and  the  year  1800  increased  from  fewer  than 
10,000  to  an  estimated  100,000,  a  gain  of  1,000 
per  cent,  wo-thirds  of  it  in  the  last  eight  years 
of  the  certury.  The  first  half  of  the  nineteenth 
century  si  w  a  further  gain  of  800  per  cent,  and 
certain  se  -tions  of  our  denomination  and  certain 
churches  n  every  section  have  maintained  even 
until  now  a  still  higher  rate  or  modulus  of  pro¬ 
pagation.  /This  c«n  only  mean  that  the  function 
is  not  losl  to  the  church  as  a  whole,  but  tha*  in 
large  segments  of  our  own  and  all  denominations 
it  is  dormant,  or  lo  revert  to  our  figure,  it  ntust

Shakespeare  said,  “If  to  do  were j  us  easy  as 
to  know  what  good  to  do,  chapel  s)  had  been 
churches  and  poor  men’s  cottages  princes’  pal¬ 
aces’’.  We  might  aply  say:  If  to  keep  promises 
were  as  easy  as  to  make  them,  the  Baptist  State 
Contention  Board  would  have  received  for  the 
Lord’s  work  within  the  last  three  years  $2,520,000; 
nope  of  the  causes  would  have  men  out  in  j  the 
states  ‘“still  hunting"  in  order  to  add  to  tpeir 
quota  which  they  receive  from  the  Campaign  J  no 
one  would  be  holding  meetings  and  using  them 
as  a  means  for  obtaining  funds  in  exi  ess  of  tfieig 
proportion  of  the  Campaign ;  and  n  >  one  ciuse 
would  be  stressed  at  the  expense  of  a  1  the  others 
in  older  to  receive  more  than  their  share;  quotas 
would  not  be  changed  by  states,  neither  wouldjthe 
proportions  belonging/  to  one  particular  Board 
be  Withheld  by  another  Board. 

Fifty-five  thousand  Mississippi  Baptists  made 
promises  covering  a  period  of  five  years.  These 
promises  are  morally  binding  until  paid.  They 
will  trouble  the  conscientious  church  member  j  un¬ 
til  paid.  It  will  be  good  for  the  individual  j  for 
him  to  pay — to  say  nothing  of  thp  |  benefits  to 
the  Lord's  work:  Abraham  Lincolji  said:  "A 
promise  is  always  a  promise.”  If  a  man  would 
not  like  to  face  an  unpaid  pledge  when  he  copies 
to  d|e  or  at  the  judgment,  he  should  get  it  behind 
him  as  he  promised  while  living.  Mkny  can  ;not 
do  this  if  they  wait  until  they  have  money  which 
they  can  not  use.  They  will  hate  to  sijare 
regularly  with  the  Lord  what  continues  to  cOme 
into  their  hands. 

There  is 'another  prdtfiisc  which'  should  be 
kept.  Mississippi  made  promises  to  Other  caps-  * 
— that  each  should  receive  a  certain  (per  cenl  of 
the  Campaign  Kinds.  Thus  far  this  hris  been  l|ept 


be  reckoned  among  the  frozen  credits  of  these 
churches. 

Arid  think  of  the  unavailable  abilities  of  lour 
churth  men,  the  very  life  of  fraternal  organiza¬ 
tion  •%  rotary  clubs,  the  chamber  of,  commerce; 
princes  in  business  life;  executive  geriiuses;  Blas¬ 
ters  lof  men.  It  is  a  tragedy  of  the  church  *hat 
so  many  of  these  limit  their  service  tO  occasional 
Sunday  morning  presence  in  a  pew.  Their  splen¬ 
did  abilities  are  frozen  credits  in  t|ie  church’s 
account .  There  are  some  leader^  i  l  all  these 
classes,  who  do  give  themselves  in  ut<  er  devotion 
to  their  church  life  without  lessening  their  value 
in  arty  other  proper  sphere. 

The  same  principle  applies  to  tile  financing  of 
the  kingdom.  Dr.  Agar  estimate* ._tlat  only  10 
per  dent  of  our  church  members  practice  steward¬ 
ship  and  only  15  per  cent  are  interested  in  Mis¬ 
sions.  With  85  per  cent  of  our  potential  gii  ing 


listed  in  the  frozen) credits  column,  the  Hundred 
Million  Campaign  appears  an  epic  <jf  optimism 
and  a  miracle  of  Success.  The  willing  giviers, 
who  had  always  been  the  mainstay  ff  missions, 
quadrupled  their  giving,  and  swept  along  With 
them  many  previous  non-givers.  T*e  sea-Itvel 
of  beneficence  was  permanently  raised  for  thou¬ 
sands  of  churches  and  many  tens  o  thousands 
of  members.  Some  churches  were  raised  bodily 
into  the  class  of  missionary  churches,  but  it  was 
largely  by  those  previously  interest)  d  that  the 
fifty  millions  was  subscribed.  Ifjth*  whole  de¬ 
nomination  had  averaged  as  well  a  i  they,  the 
hundlred  millions,  would  readily  have  tome  in  the 
four  years;  if  all  the  denomination",  had  tithed 
it  would  have  come  in  one  year,  for | the  incline 
of  Nbrthem  Baptists  is  around  one  billion  dollars. 

It  is  usually  the  pastor  who  trartsmutes  the 
frozen  credits  of  his  church  into  quick  aaiets 


inviolate.  It  must  be  Continued.  Our  state  mission 
wofk  is  suffering  in  keeping  faith.  It  will  suffer 
more.  But  the  other  causes  are  the  work  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  and  they  are  suffering  also.  We  should 
all  suffer  together.  Sfcice  the  State  Mission  Board 
is  keeping  faith,  the  other  participating  causes 
should  be  willing  to  suffer  with  Mississippi  in 
her  state  mission  work  by  being  contented  with 
their  proportion  of  (he  funds  rather  than  seek 
thru  special  agents  and  by  special  appeals  to  in¬ 
crease  their  receipts.  They,  of  course,  claim  that 
their  efforts  will  not  hurt  the  Campaign  receipts. 
We  believe  they  are  in  error.  If  they  would  use 
those  agents  and  agencies  in  stressing  the  Cam¬ 
paign  and  nothing  else,  the  results  would  be  far 
better  for  .the  cause  at  larger  Again,  if  when  the 
various  causes  receite  special  donations  would 
allow  them  to  count  on  their  proportion  of  the 
Campaign  receipts,  there  would  be  greater  eqfial- 

State  Missions  is  the  last  cause  which  one 
would  think  of  making  a  special  donation  >  to. 
The  State  Mission  Board  is  not  asking  for  slihh 
gifts.  It  has  as  much  right  to  do  so  as  any  other 
cause — probably  morej  for' the  State  Miaaion  work 
has  to  Cultivate  the  field  and  produce  the  crop 
from  which  all  other  causes  receive  their  part 
of  the  harvest.  This  is  the  only  force  which 
gives  in  a  direct  way  the  service  which  msjkes 
possible  the  harvest. I  It  is  well  for  donor*  to 
remember  this  when  funking  special  donation*  to 
various  causes.  Let  ifs  give  to  all  the  causes  and 
on  the  Campaign  badis  as  we  agreed  in  the  be¬ 
ginning.  No  cause  should  become  greedy  at  Ithe 
expense  of  others.  This  is  a  time  for  showing  ithe 
unselfishness  of  Christianity  by  pushing  all  Ithe 
causes  together.  Let  ns  be  fair.  Let  us  Msep 
faith.  Let  us  play  the  man.  i 

available  on  demand.  By  a  miracle  of  prater, 
enthusiasm  and  winnuig  personality  he  turns  an 
unevangelistic  church  into  a  magnetic  evangel¬ 
istic  center;  secures  the  co-operation  of  his  fine 
men,  leading  them  into  the  strange  delight  of 
Christ’s  service;  and  stirs  the  financial  consciance 
into  a  flame  of  sacrificial  giving,  though  there 
tt re  noble  churches  which  achieve  all  these  thihgs 
under  any  pastor.  Bat  in  any  event,  the  chqrch 
at  largo  needs— oh,  so  pitiably — a  thaw  which 
will  transmute  its  frozen  credits  into  running 
streams  of  beneficence,  of  soul-winning,  of  serv¬ 
ice. — The  Baptist.

“And  certain  m<  n  Which  came 
down  from  Judea  taught  the  brethren,  ami  said 
exf-ept  ye  be  circuntsized  after  tile  manner  Of 
Moses  ye  can  not  be  saved".  (Acta.  15-1.)  These 
myn  were  the  product  of  the  seed  sown  by  the 
devil  which  Jesus  called  "tares”,  “children  of  the 
wicked  one”,  yet  saying  Lord,  Lori.  Yet  doing 
many  wonderful  works  in  Christ  s  name),  and 
transformed  as  apostles  of  Christ,  and  ministers 
of  righteousness,  wolves  in  sheep's  clothing.  The 
leaven  of  false  doctrine  was  hid.  How?  It  was 
covered  up  in  a  preacher,  a  man  I  o  doubt,  with 
evpry  appearance  of  a  godly  conaecr  sted  Christian 
anld  minister  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  That  is 
the  way  it  was  hid.  That's  the  way  it  is  hid  now. 
We  have  two  plain  examples  in  thfc  scripture  of 
what  this  leaven  of  false  doctrine  is,  that  is  be¬ 
ing  preached  by  the  "children  of  the  wicked  one”. 
T))e  first  example  as  already  quoted  from  Acts 
161-1,  was  adding  the  keeping  of  the  law  to  faith 
in  Christ,  as  essential  to  eternal  salvation.  That 
is  jwhat  those  men  did  who  came  dotyn  from  Judea 
to  Antioch.  But  that  doctrine,  thank  God,  we 
find  condemned  by  the  assembly  of  the  old  apos¬ 
tles  of  Christ,  and  this  was  the  kleath  note  to 
it  :|  “For  as  much  as  we  have  heard,  that  certain 
went  out  from  us  have  troubled  ysu  with  Words 
subverting  your  souls,  saying,  ye  mlast  be  efreum- 
ciaed  and  keep  the  law:  to  whom  w<)  gave  n*  such 
commandment.”  (Acts  15-24.) 

The  next  example  we  have  wigi  in  Galatia: 
Some  one  had  gone  there  and  pregched  another 
gospel,  and  Paul  pronounced  this  gwful  sentence 
on  him,  “Let  him  be  accursed.”  We  know  what

spirit  by  the  works  of  the  law  or  by  the  hearing 
of  faith?”  The  pnacher  probably  admitted  that 
they  received  the  s  >irit  by  the  hearing  of  faith: 
But  that  they  must  now,  after  believing  in  Christ, 
bo  made  perfect  in  the  flesh  by  the  works  of  the 
law. 

Now,  by  these  tiro  examples  we  know,  today, 
who  they  are  that  are  false  teachers.  They  are 
they  who  are  teach  ng  human  merit,  in  whatever 
form  it  may  be,  eb  her  before  conversion,  or  af¬ 
ter  conversion  as  essential  to  eternal  salvation. 
I  suppose,  today,  thbt  these  theories  have  branch¬ 
ed  out  into  hundiirds  of  theories,  and  creeds. 
Some  add  repentance,  some  baptism,  some  the 
keeping  of  the  law,  >  some  prayer,  some  one  thing, 
some  another.  But;  any  doctrine,  that  would  add 
or  take  from,  the  g  Os  pel  of  salvation  by  grace  and 
grace  alone,  through  faith  and  faith  alone,  in 
the  Christ  wl jp  is  opr  complete  Savior,  by  adding 
some  form  of  human  merit,  is  the  “false  gospel” 
and  “false  dart  rind”  and  leaven”  and  they  who 
are  teaching  such  doctrine  are  the  "children  of 
the  wticked  one”  whether  they  wear  the  name  of 
Baptist,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  or  any  other 
denominational  name,  it  makes  no  difference. 

Nogr,  lens  examine  their  fruif.  The  fruit  of 
apple  trees  are  apples;  grapes  are  the  fruit  of 
grape)  vines;  the  frpit  of  false  teachers  are  false 
which  means  disbelievers,  which  means  unbeliev¬ 
ers,  sjlt  hough  they  are  church  members  and  pro¬ 
fessed  Christians.  They  escape  the  pollutions  of 
the  wiorld  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christy  preached  tp  them  by  those 
ministers  of  Satart,  and  some  of  them  give  In 
great  testimonials.  But  some  of  them,  the  most 
of  them  lapse  backi  into  their  old  habits  and  ths 
latter  end  is  worse  with  them  than  the  beginning. 
Some,  however,  ho|d  out  to  the  end,  and  Will  at 
that  day  claim  thle  price  of  heaven  for  their 
works  of  iniquity. 

How  can  we  who  know  the  truth  keep  silent 
on  this  matter,  when  we  to  clearly  see  tha  fata 
of  those  who  are  jdegeived  into  believing  this  false 
doctrine  which  they  think  is  the  gospel?

Dew  sang  a  solo,  so  did  Howard 
Morrow,  ore  of  the  mountain  boys. 
Some  beau1  iful  records,  the  gift  of 
Connie  Ma::well  Orphanage  friends, 
were  playe  i  on  the  Edison  phono¬ 
graph,  alsoj  from  a  South  Carolina 
friend  of  Bliss  Bell's.  Songs  were 
sung,  and  refreshments  were  en¬ 
joyed,  and  !  the  spirit  of  the  motto 
in  green  ahd  gold  over  the  mantel 
seemed  to  permeate  the  atmosphere. 
Every  one  had  a  good  time  and  many 
expressed  anticipated  pleasure  in  fu¬ 
ture  Good;  Will  Center  activities. 
“Dad”  Morrow,  father  of  twenty-one 
Ridgecrest  citizens,  remarked,  “I 
never  expected  to  live  to  see  this  day 
in  Ridgecrdst.  I'll  be  ten  years  old 
tomorrow’’4-meaning  he  wanted  to 
be  young  Enough  to  join  a  boys’ 
club,  whirl)  feature  he  will  enjoy 
through  sopie  of  his  sons. 

The  spirit  of  helpfulness  was 
again  evidenced  the  nex^  morning 
when  a  number  of  women  and  girls 
came  to  wash  the  dishes  and  to  put 
the  house  m  order.  Altogether  the 
reception  given  the  enterprise  by 
the  people  If  the  community  is  most 
gratifying,  :  and  the  outlook  is 
bright, — “bright  as  the  promises  of 


members  who  were  able  to  give  a 
dollar.  But  we  did  it.  Five  poor 
women  helped  all  they  could. 

The  sketch  alto  states  that  the 
town  was  largely  Pedobaptist  at  that 
time.  I  think  that  rather  overstater 
the  fact,  though  it  is  strictly  true 
that  “they  were  the  dominant  factor 
religimisly”,  as  far  as  they  were 
anything  religiously.  But  to  one 
who  went  through  those  times,  it 
seems  the  whole:  population  of  the 
town,  With  a  few  very  honorable  ex¬ 
ceptions,  were  anything  or  nothing, 
mos  tly  the  latter.  But  nearly  all 
strictly  anti-Baptjsts. 

One  other  mistake:,  I  do  not  live 
in  Dallas,  as  stated  in  the  sketch; 
but  in  Houston,  Texas,  3820  Com¬ 
merce  avenue,  and  would  be  glad  to 
hear  from  any  of  my  old  co-workers 
in  the  cause,  who  labored  with  me 
at  Osyka  and  other  places  in  the 
“seventies". 

I  rejoice  greatly  in  the  wonderful 
growth  of  the  cause  in  Osyka,  and 
many  other  places  where  I  labored 
in  my  youth.  I  am  yet,  after  fifty- 
one  years  in  the  ministry,  healthy 
and  vigorous,  and  able  to  preach  as 
well,  or  better  than  ever  and  yearn¬ 
ing  fpr  special  service  in  revival 
meetings.  Would  like  very  much  to 
be  in  revival  meetings  again  with 
many  of  the  churches  where  the  Lord 
blessed  us  years  ago.

Editor  Baptist  Record: 

I  have  just  read  with  an  interest 
which  m«|y  be  imagined  but  1  cannot 
express,  the  “H|storical  Sketch  of 
the  Osyla  Baptist  Church,  Osyka, 
Miss.”  1  am  writing  to  correct  a 
few  misti  ikes  just  to  keep  the  record 
Straight. 

It  should  be  said  that  at  the  time 
of  my  gting  to  <t>syka  to  begin  the 
practice  of  my  cnosen  profession,  in 
1869,  it  was  about  as  desperately  ir¬ 
religious  a  town  Us  I  have  ever  seen. 
It  lies  immediately  on  the  state  line 
between  Mississippi  and  Louisiana; 
and  it  was  common  for  outlaws  from 
Louisiani  to  come  across  the  line 
into  Mississippi  1  to  practice  their 
mischief,  and  lalw-breakers  in  the 
town  of  Osyka  usually  made  their 
“city  of  refuge”  in  the  adjoining 
suburb  across  thf  state  line  by  the 
name  of  1  Kirkvi  le,  noted  for  its 
liquor  soops,  gambling  dens,  and' 
gross  immorality.  There  was  an 
Episcopa!  church,  a  Roman  Catholic 
church,  ind  a  Ptesbyterian  church, 
but  no  V.  ethodist  church.  Only  the 
Presbyteiian  chutch  was  doing  any 
real  gospel  work  at  (Hat  time;  and 
that  was  very  little. 

The  first  thing  we  did  in  the  way 
of  reform  was  to  organize  a  Council 
of  the  Fliends  of; Temperance,  early 
in  1869,  We  met  with  much  oppo¬ 
sition,  e\en  church  members  and  a 
few  minii  ters  were  against  the  work. 
But  two  influential  men,  Dr.  Wm. 
Jones  and  Capt.  Qhas.  H.  Alien,  both 
ex-Baptlits  at  that  time  joined  us 
and  a  great  and  good  work  was 
done,  for  several  pears;  and  this  pre¬ 
pared  ui  for  better  and  greater 
things.  Both  Dr.  Jones  and  Capt. 
Allen  af  erwards  were  restored  to 
church  membership. 

We  secured  the  services  of  Rev. 
Elias  Gdorge,  who  lived  at  Amite 
City,  twinty  miles  south  of  Osyka, 
and  not  it  Gillsburg  as  stated  in  the 
sketch  (for  Gillsburg  was  not  in  ex¬ 
istence  at  that  time,  nor  for  several 
years  afterward),  Brother  George 
was  an  able  and  courageous  preach¬ 
er.  He  Utirred  up  much  resentment 
by  his  denunciation  of  the  desecra¬ 
tion  of  t  ie  Sabbath  by  the  popular 
baseball  dub.  the  public  dance,  and 
the  pedol  aptists'  perversion  baptism 
to  rantitm;  but  the  little  church 
stood  by  him  and  we  won. 

The  ch  irch  was  organized  in  May, 
1869,  instead  of  1879  as  stated  in 
the  sketca,  which  of  course  is  only  a 
clerical  s  ip  or  printer’s  mistake. 

Brothe:1  George’s  pastorate  ran 
through  30th  1870  and  1871 
was  licen  led  in  September,  1871,  and 
really  supplied  the  church  until  my 
ordination  was  recognized  by  the 
council  sz  months  later,  and  then 
my  pastorate  ran  through  both  1872 
and  1873,  and  not  exactly  as  stated 
in  the  sketch,  ’71  and  ’72.  Brother 
Shirk’s  I  rst  pastorate  began  Jan¬ 
uary,  18’ 4,  when  I  went  to  Jack- 
son,  La.

Ridgecrest,  N.  C. — Thanksgiving 
day  at  Ridgecrest,  1922,  is  one  to 
go  down  in  the  history  of  the  place, 
and  of  Southern  Baptists,  as  well, 
for  on  that  evening  the  Good  Will 
Center  established  by  the  Personal 
Service  Division  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Assembly  was  formally 
opened. 

It  wjas  in  September,  at  the  close 
of  the  Assembly  season  that  the  Di¬ 
vision  was  organized.  A  request 
for  endorsement  was  sent  to  the 
Education  Board  (owner  of  major¬ 
ity  Assembly  stock),  also  circular 
letters  to  friends  of  Ridgecrest  ask¬ 
ing  for  pledges  conditioned  upon 
action  of  said  Board.  Gratifying  re¬

WHO  TEACHES  YOLK 
CHILDREN? 

By  Tessa  W'.  Roddey 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Baptist 
Record  a  very  sensible  suggestion 
was  made  about  haying  some  people 
to  see  abouf  the  things  taught  to 
our  young*  people  in  colleges  under 
the  guise  of  Science. 1 

This  suggestion  is  particularly 
timely  and  needed  and  wise.  The 
need  for  a  careful  overseeing  of  the 
phases  of  science  and  art  taught  to 
our  young  people  is  urgent  and  vital. 
The  danger  is  great  and,  very  pres¬ 
ent. 

Let  me  call  attention  to  another 
danger  that  threatens  in  a  more 
subtle  way,  and  that  we  should  be 
on  the  alert  to  stop  before  our  chil¬ 
dren  are,  in  a  sense,  contaminated. 

In  our  public  schools  there  are 
teachers  who  teach  some  very  odd 
and  untrue  things  about  the  Bible. 

A  girl  fourteen  years  old  said  her 
teacher  told  her  that  the  very  plain 
“Ye  must  be  born  again”  of  a  holy 
Christ,  was  “ignorant  superstition." 
She  also  taught  her  that,?lf  she  had 
been  baptised  when  ai\^  infant  she 
must  not  dare  to  be  baptized  again, 
as  God  only  authorizes  one  baptism 
and  would  be  angry  if  anyone  were 
to  be  baptized  twice.  Shf-  said  the 
person  who  would  have  two  baptisms 
would  be  under  a  curse. 

A  child  told  me  that  her  teacher 
told  her  that  "sprinkling  for  baptism 
is  taught  in  the  Bible,  as  she  knew 
that  ber  preacher-  would  not  allow 
it  in  his  church  if  it  were  not  in 
the  Bible”,  and  yet  when  asked  to 
ask  her  preacher  where  it  might  be 
found  in  the  Bible,  she  brought  no 
reply. 

Another  child  told  me  that  her 
school  teacher  (in  our  public  schools) 
told  her  that  “Baptists  have  a  Bap- 
-tist  Bible  especially  prepared  ‘for 
them  and  with  their  teachings  all 
in  it  fixed  just  as  the  Baptists  like 
to  believe.” 

Another  young  girl  said  her  teach¬ 
er  had  told  her  that  “It  is  not  at  all 
necessary  to  be  immersed,  as  that 
does  not  save  anybody.”  “But  Jesus 
said  be  baptized,  and  He  set  us  the 
example”,  answered  the  child.  “But 
it  is  not  at  all  necessary  to  do  ex¬ 
actly  what  Jesus  said  do,  as  we  can 
do  as  we  please  about  that.”  “But 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God,  and  had  all 
authority  in  Heaven  and  in  earth, 

-  and  we  certainly  should  obey  Him.” 
“Yes,  I  know  He  was  baptized,  but 
that  does  not  apply  to  us.  We  can 
do  as  we  please,  as  our  pastor  says 
we  need  not  be  baptized  at  (til  if  we 
do  not  like.  I  was  sprinkled  when 
I  was  so  small  I  did-  not  know  any¬ 
thing  about  it,  but  he  said  that  is  all 
right,  and  I  know  he  would  not  say 
that  if  the  Bible  did  not  teach  it.” 

So  we  see  we  have  far  more  subtle 
things  to  be  watchful  and  rrfindful 
of  than  the  high  science  taught  by 
“Smart  Alecs”.  The  majority  of  our 
children  do  not  go  beyond  the  grades, 
and  this  error  is  taught  while  minds 
and  hearts  are  susceptible,  and 
pliant^  and  impressionable,  and 
should  be  watched  at  all  costs. 

We  should  certainly  be  more 
watchful  and  careful  about  the 
teachers  in  our  schools.  I  say  it 
with  as  much  force  and  power  as  I

DIED  SAVING  HER  JEWELS 


One  of  the  most  interesting  things 
the  traveler  to  jtaly  sees  is  the  ex¬ 
cavation  still  going  on  at  Pompeii 
by  which  the  scqriae  of  ancient  Yes- 
uvian  eruption  i*  being  carefully  re¬ 
moved  from  the  buried  city.  It  is 
never  known  at  which  stroke  the 
pick  qr  shovel  will  uncover  some  relic 
of  great  interest  and  priceless  worth. 
Report  was  made  recently  that  work¬ 
men  who  were  digging  for  a  founda¬ 
tion  of  a  new  building  outside  the 
area  of  the  bufied  city  found  the 
body  of  a  woman  which  had  been 
petrified.  Both  hands  were  full  of 
Jewels.  Evidently  the  woman  fled 
from  the  eruptio^i  of  the  fatal  moun¬ 
tain  and  was  caught  and  buried  in 
the  downpour  off  hot  ashes.  The 
jewels  are  exceedingly  preserved, 
having  been  proltctcd  from  the  lava 
by  the  body.  Thy  consist  of  brace¬ 
lets,  necklaces,  rings,  amulets  stud¬ 
ded  with  gems,  and  a  pair  of  ear¬ 
rings  which  are  probably  unique. 
They  may  be  thr  most  valuable  spe¬ 
cimens  of  anciejt  jewelry  ever  dis¬ 
covered.  .  Each  ear-ring  contains  21 
perfect  pearls  set  in  gold,  in  imita¬ 
tion  of  a  bunch  of  grapes.  What  a 
tragedy  is  revealed  in  that  petrified 
corpse  still  grasping  those  jewles  in 
its  hand!  The  oncoming  rush  of 
darkness  and  ashes,  the  probable 
delay  to  secure  the  jewels,  the  at¬ 
tempted  escape  with  the  precious 
treasure  closely  gripped  in  the  hand, 
the  deluge  of  burning  scoria  that 
finally  overwhelmed  the  unhappy 
woman — all  is  laid  bare  by  the  spade 
as  though  it  happened  but  yesterday. 
And  is  not  the  s»me  fate  overtaking 
many  in  this  day?  How  many  are 
searching  for  and  graspnig  after 
jewels  and  gold,  wealth  and  fashion 
and  pleasure,  while  careless  of  their 
souls  and  the  oncoming  judgment? 
The  Volcano  of  retribution  is  as  sure¬ 
ly  belching  forth  hot  lava,  and  will 
as  certainly  burn  and  bury  the  body 
and  the  soul  as  did  that  sleeping 
mountain  on  that  ancient  August 
morning.  The  mountain  of  judg¬ 
ment  cries  to  us  to  delay  not,  but  to 
make  our  escape  from  the  city  of 
worldliness  and  sin  into  the  eternal 
refuge  of  God.— Shawnee  Bulletin.

Welljbiey/Hills,  Mass.,  December 
9th.  Last  Week  while  Henry  Ford 
was.  visiting  the  Babson  Institute, 
he  discussed  the  business  situation 
and  prescribed  a  common  sense  dose 
for  American  business.  This  man 
whose  daily  income  runs  into  six 
figures  stated  plainly  that  all  this 
money  was  incidental — a  bi-prodjet. 
His  remarks  created  so  much  inter¬ 
est  that,. today,  he  issued  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement: 

“The  trouble  with  most  business 
men,”  said  Mr.  Ford,  “is  the  fact 
that  they  go  into  business  to  make 
money — to  make  as  much  as  they 
can,  as  quickly  as  they  can.  They 
have  a  hard  time  oil  it  because  they 
are  trying  to  get  something  t|rot 
someone  else  has.  The  principle!  is 
wrong  and  eveiv*  if  it  Weren’t,!  it 
would  be  pretty  hard  because  there 
are  so  many  of  them  trying  to 
“Get”  that  the  competition  is  ter¬ 
rific.  •  / 

“The  man  who  will  u^e  his  skill 
and  constructive  imagination  to  see 
how  much  he.  can  give  for  a  dol¬ 
lar  instead  of  how  little  hie  ban 
give  for  a  dollar,  is  bound  to  suc¬ 
ceed.  I  cannot  understand  why  peo¬ 
ple  don’t  see  it. 

“What  applies  to  an  individual 
applies  also  to  the  entire  country. 
A  nation  grows  as  it  serves,  as  its 
people  give  the  most  they  canj  to 
others — whether  in  the  form  of  I  la¬ 
bor,  material  or  distribution.  We 
are  now  in  a  period  when  this!  is 
very  important.  Business  is  doing 
its  best  to  come  back  but  We  must 
encourage  it  in  coming  back  by  hold¬ 
ing  down  prices,,  especially  prices 
of  the  raw  materials  which  go  into 
our  manufactured  products.  I  have 
in  mind  cpal,  iron,  lumber,  cement, 
bricks,  etc.  It  is  a  great  mistake 
for  manufacturers  to  say  that  they 
do  not  care  what  they  pay  as  long 
as  all  other  manufacturers  must 
pay  the  same  price.  We  do  wrong 
in  paying  higher  prices  simply  be¬ 
cause  we  can  pass  it  along  to  some¬ 
one  else. 

“Most  manufacturers,”  continued 
Mr.  Ford,  “begin  at  the  wrong  end. 
They  ask  the  production  department 
how  much  it  costs  to  mak^  the  ar¬ 
ticle,  then  they  add  a  selling  cost 
and  a  profit.  Next  they  call  in  the 
sales  department  and  say,  ’Here’s 
the  article  and  this  is  the  price,  go 


oui  and  get  it!’  At  Detroit  we  have 
always  figured  from  the  other  end. 
Wd  began  with  human  need,  then 
we  wanted  to  givie  just  as  much  as 
wej  could  for  a  dollar.  The  product 
must  be  right,  it  j  must  give  service, 
so  j  I  experimented  amf  tested  for 
elewen  years  before  we  were  sure 
the  product  was  as  good  as  we  could 
build  ijt.'  Then  we  began  to  figure 
out  ways  to  make  it  mare  efficiently 
— ijo  give  majre  for  the  dollar. 

IrWhen  sales  *luw  up  we  don’t 
drive  the  sales  force  and  try  to  force 
fcjjks  j|o  buy,  we  jcut  the  price,  then 
mire  of  them  can  and  do  buy.  When 
th*  price  is  cut  it  is  usually  cut 
below  the  cost  to  manufacture  at 
(he  time..  Then  the  production  de¬ 
partment  has  tb  figure  out  new 
fconoijiies,  new  short  cuts  that  will 
deliver  the  same  car  for  less  money 
j— and  they’ve  always  done  itl 

J  “The  more  you  give  people  for  a 
dollar  ,  the  more  there  are  of  them 
Who  can  buyt  The  larger  your  pro- 
Uqctioh,  the  m o re  you  can  give.” 

Here  we  have,  the  rule  that  has 
built  Up  one  of  the  greatest  com¬ 
mercial  successes  of  our  day — the 
brganjzation  that  has  supplied  cheap 
pffici^nt  transportation  to  every

The  spirit  of  the  church 
lived  and  Phenix  like  a  beautiful 
brick-veneered,  modem  edifice,  marks 
the  place  consecrated  and  dedicated 
to  the  Master  by  eighteen  souls  in 
1852.  Wife’s  father  was  the  preach- 
,s  My  parents  of  the  number. 
Later  their  entire  family  were  mem¬ 
bers.  'I  was  converted,  baptized, 
licensed,  ordained  to  the  ministry 
there.  On  the  55th  anniversary  of 
my  ordination  we  were  back  there. 
We  were  greeted  by  a  crowd  of  de¬ 
scendants  of  those  of  former  days 
and  others  who  had  made  their 
homes  in  and  around  the  prosperous 
community. 

A  call  was  made  for  any  present 
who  attended  or  remembered  the 
occasion  of  the  ordination  to  stand 
up.  Only  one  arose,  Mrs. .Lucy  (Ma¬ 
gee)  Mullinix.  One  other  reported 
living,  Mrs.  Ponkie  (McGee)  Nelson. 
Time  gives.  Time  wastes  as  does 
a  flood.  This  church  began  with 
eighteen  branches  -clinging  to  the 
Vine,  out  of  which  they  received^ 
Spiritual  life.  Thousands  have  been* 
converted  under  the  ministration  of 
the  church  during  these  years  that 
have  intervened^:-1851-1922.  The 
charter  members  saw  the  “vision”,
